Other  days  were  not  so  long,  the  highest  number  of  pies  she  baked  in 
one  day  was  I67  that  day  there  was  a big  circus  in  the  city. 

The  first  year  she  baked  13,825  pies,  148  strawberry  shortcakes, 
a large  kettle  of  baked  beans,  one  bread  pudding  and  two  rice  puddings. 

The  first  strawberry  short  cakes  were  cut  in  forty  (40)  pieces 
later  in  the  season  they  were  cut  in  thirty  (30)  pieces. 

The  second  year  she  baked  25,532  pies  and  158  short  cakes. 

The  third  year  she  baked  26,946  pies,  152  short  cakes  and  211 
cup  custards. 

In  Sept.  1912  she  left  the  ”Q  Restaurant”  and  took  a trip  to 
Philadelphia,  Bradley  Beach,  N.J.  and  Atlantic  City,  after  which  she 
returned  to  York  Co.  Pa.  and  visited  her  friends  and  relatives  until 
dec.  26,  1912,  when  she  left  her  mother  in  Shrewsbury,  Pa.  for  her 

trip  to  the  western  states,  from  which  she  has  not  returned.

Her  first  stop  was  in  Indiana  with  her  two  Uncles,  Joseph  and 
Andrew  Zeigler,  (her  mothers1  brothers)  and  last  visited  her  cousin 
Clara  Zeigler  Wiker  in  Indianapolis,  Indian^  from  whose  home  she 
left  for  Hearldsburg,  California  to  visit  her  aunt  and  uncle  Rev.
